Born of distinguished 
parentage In North Carolina, ho was 
well educated nt home and I licit » 
famous school of mules in New 
fork, when! ho spent several years in 
study. Hi; is a scholar, and up to the 
lime of his crime hail demeaned him- 
self as B gentleman, lie moved in 
good society. He was comfortably 

Bled with this world's goods. He was 

esteemed by all who knew him. 

A young lady, also a deaf mute, 
burn in North Carolina end eduoated 

at tho institution in that. Siaie, 
had been fot years a favorite with 
him, and it hud long been an open

conies of a cultivated family, and' was 
universally esteemed for Iter character 
and her accomplishments.

Nee vices last Sunday morning were 
aoad noted by I'rof. Bun. His text 
wiih from Euclesiastes xi., 6: "Id the 
morning how thy seed and in the even- 
ing withhold not thy hand." The lee 
turo was ho interesting and instructive 
that wo will attempt a brief synpopis, 
though il will be neceB<«ary, in a great 
part, to bring our power of recollec- 
tion Id 10 play. The professor dwell 
for some lime upon the various gmdes 
of labor, rudely classifying them com 
mon, skilled and professional. Me 
explained why one class should receive 
greater compensation, with apparent- 
ly much less manual labor, than the 
other. The farmer upon whose in- 
dustry and fidelity depends a family 
of loved ones for the comforts of life 
does not cease from his labors. He 
rises early and goes forth to sow his 
seed, and as the day advances he con 
linues bis work ; he does not cease 
mil il darkness rests upon the earth 
So with each of us : we should begin 
our life's wot k early and labor cheer 
fully and earnestly until its close 
First of all, we should be thorough. 
In the (Xtensive railroad shops near 

by I hen- are employed nearly live 
hundred men. Yet of this nnmiier 
less than seventy live are skilled work 
men. In the world at large only a 
small proportion of laborers are really 
skilled in the trades they pursue. 
Tins is simply because they lack the 
iipplication necessary to acquire a 
thorough mastery af their work. We 
lire lespoiiMble lor the time we waste. 
God gave us life and along with il a 
tile's work to accomplish, and when 
we spend in idleness the hours due to 
labor ho do we fall short of fulfi ling 
the mission of our creation. Our 
work here in school is to improve our 
intellect by • udy. To this end build- 
ings, teiic tiers, etc , have been provid- 
ed at no inconsiderable expense. In 
return, it is our duty to labor diligent 
ly to acquire an education. Accord 
ingly as we order our time while here, 
will be our re*nrd when we go 
forth to fight the battle of life. 
Shall we go from here well-educated 
and consequently well-equipped, or 
shall we waste the opportunities offer 
ed us, dwarf our minds, disappoint the 
expectations of our friends, ami go out 
poorly prepared to perform our part 
in life t The school which educates 
you watches with anxiety your walk 
in life, and enjoys or suffers according 
as the execution of your life-work is 
brilliant or clouded. Always bear in 
mind that labor omnia vincit.

Mr. Leonard was one of the firBt to 
become interested in organizing tin- 
Union, mid was 0110 of il* most activi 
supporters. He nerved twice as Vice- 
Pi esident, and was Financial Secretary 
for the past two terms. 

He was well known to tbe motes of 
this city and Brooklyn, and was re- 
spected and liked by everybody ac- 
quainted with him. A genial, good- 
hearted fellow, he was always leady to 
lend bis aid to any object that needed 
assistance, and his tall form was al- 
ways to be seen at the various enter- 
tainments given by our societies. 

His death was quite unexpected, a* 
only a few days previous he appeared 
as well as usual. It wss due to a sud- 
den attack of pneumonia, and he had 
barely passed his 28th year. He 
•graduated from the First Class of the 
New York Institution BOtue twelve 
years ago, and was considered a first 
class shoemaker. 

His loss is felt keenly by the mem- 
bers of the C. L. & li. U, and being 
an only sou and the main support of 
his aood mother and father, they are 
grief-strickeu by bis death. Tbey 
have the earnest sympathy of all who 
knew him. The interment was in 
Calvary Cemetery, and the funeral was 
attended by all the members of the C 
I . & B. U , and about a dozen other 

lllilles. 

In the hearing world, the death of 
R .v. Henry Ward Beecher has cast a 
kIooiii over all admirers of that great 
preacher and cit Zen. His remains lay 
in stale in the church which his 
preaching has made famous, and ac- 
cording to a wish expressed by him, 
1 here whs no display of mourning, bn 1 , 
on the contrary, the interior of the 
church was a perfect bower of green 
plants, the walls and ceiling being en- 
tirely covered with evergreens. 

It is not generally know that he was 
about lo make himself acquainted 
with our mutes, and had bis death 1101 
occurred so suddenly, there is every 
reason to believe the silent people of 
this city and Brooklyn would have 
been treated to one of his interesting 
tlit-cussioiis.
